Rep. Thaddeus J. Dulski, D- 
N.Y., chairman of the House 
Post Office Committee, joined 
McGee in blaming'Nixon for the 
pay increase deadlock. 
Even so, Dulski said, House 
conferees are circulating a let­ 
ter insisting that McGee agree 
to a conference to work out a 
pay bill. 
While the Democrats blamed 
Nixon for the strike by tying 
pay to postal reform, House Re­ 


publican Leader Gerald R. Ford 
charged the Democrats with not 
moving quickly on Nixon’s plan. 
The pay bill now proposed by 
the Democrats would scrap the 
5.4 per cent increase in the post­ 
al corporation bill and revert to 
a compromise between separate 
pay bills passed by the House 
and Senate last year. 
The House bill includes tile 5.4 
per cent raise retroactive to Oc­ 


tober, plus 5.7 per cent next 
July for a total 11.1 per cent. 
The House bill also would step 
postal workers up to top pay in 
eight years rather than the 
present 21 years.

A group that opposes the re­ 
election of President Joaquin 
Balaguer claimed responsibility 
for the kidnaping and demanded 
the release of a score of politi­ 
cal prisoners in return for the 
kidnaped official, Lt. Col. Don­ 
ald J. Crowley who was seized 
on a polo field near the Embaja- 
dor Hotel here, police said. 
The U.S. embassy and an in­ 
formant in the hotel said Crow­ 
ley was grabbed by gunmen at 
7:40 a.m., as he was on his way 
to play polo. 
Police said a group calling it­ 
self the United Antire-election 
Command took credit for Crow­ 
ley's kidnaping, saying the dip­ 
lomat was being guarded by SO 
armed men at a hiding place in 
the city. 
The name of the organization 
refers to its opposition to the 
re-election of President Joaquin 
Balaguer, Hic leading candidate 
in May’s presidential election. 
The 
kidnapers 
said 
that 
among those they want released 
is Maximiliano Gomez, secre­ 
tary general of a pro-Chinese 
Communist group, the Domini­ 
can Popular Movement. Gomez 
has been in jail for two months 
on charges of killing an enlisted 
man in the army and wounding 
a police captain in April 1969.

Wildcat Rail

Senate Plans

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Senate called up today a com­ 
promise $23 billion education 
bill opposed by Southerners be­

TOKYO (AP) — Cambodia’s 
deposed chief of state, Prince 
Norodom Sihanouk, said today 
he will try to fight his way back 
to power.

Japanese correspondents in Pe­ 
king, Sihanouk said he would 
form a government of national 
unity and “ national liberation I foul'd 
army” that would have the sup­ 
port of “ brotherly nations,” pre­ 
sumably meaning North Viet­ 
nam and the Viet Cong. 
Japan’s 
biggest 
newspaper, 
Ashai, said that if Sihanouk’s 
comeback attempt is supported 
by the 40,000 Viet Cong and 
North Vietnamese troops who 
are operating along Cambodia’s 
border with South Vietnam, the 
conservatives in Phnom Penh 
who deposed the prince could 
not survive for long. 
The newspaper added that if 
these “ alien Vietnamese Com­ 
munist troops” take action, the 
United States might intervene in 
support of Cambodian neutrali­ 
ty. But this appeared most un­ 
likely in view of the Nixon ad­ 
ministration’s efforts to with­ 
draw from Vietnam and the op­ 
position in Congress to expan­ 
sion of the U.S. involvement in 
the Indochinese peninsula. 
U.S. Secretary of State Wil­ 


liam P. Rogers told a news 
conference in Washington Mon­ 
day the United States recog­ 
nizes the sovereignty, neutrality 
and independence of Cambodia 
and hopes that recent develop­ 
ments will not widen the Viet­ 
nam war. He said Cambodia 
has not asked for military help 
and he did not anticipate that it

Supreme 
Court 
has 
started 
down a new and long legal path 
in ruling that people on welfare 
have the right to a hearing be­ 
fore their assistance may be cut 
off. 
If Justice Hugo L. Black turns 
out to be right, the journey 
could 
work against the very 
people the court is trying to pro­ 
tect—the poor. 
But the court has stepped out 
with confidence and with the be­ 
nevolent view that public assist­ 
ance serves the positive goal of 


bringing the blessings of liberty 
to more of the American people. 
Monday’s 
5-3 
decision 
will 
never serve as a classic exam­ 
ple of “ strict constructionism.” 
Rather, it is more an example 
of what Chief Justice Warren E. 
Burger 
bitterly 
termed 
“ the 
now familiar constitutionalizing 
syndrome.” 
Impelled undoubtedly by com­ 
passion and a sense of 'air play, 
two hallmarks of the court un­ 
der former Chief Justice Earl 
Warren, five justices of diverse 
philosophies united to cushion 
poor people with the right to 
“ due process of law” as stated 


in the 14th Amendment, a right 
originally designed to protect 
Negroes after the Civil War. 
The court took the ball away 
from the Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare, whose 
regulations designed 
to give 
people on welfare an even more 
protective hearing would have 
gone into effect this summr. 
Most of the few legal prece­ 
dents cited in the opinion of Ju s­ 
tice William J. Brennan Jr. 
seemed remote. More to the 
point appeared to be a sense of 
social justice, highlighted by re­ 
jection of the idea that welfare 
is ‘‘ipere charity.” 


Indeed, Brennan wrote, public 
assistance is a means to—in the 
words of the preamble to the 
Constitution—“ promote the gen­ 
eral welfare, and secure the 
blessings of liberty to ourselves 
and our posterity.” 
Therefore, in a display of judi­ 
cial gymnastics scored by Black 
in dissent the majority does a 
balancing act atop the due proc­ 
ess clause. 
The cost to the states of con­ 
tinuing aid while hearings are 
held and the cost of administer­ 
ing the hearings are balanced 
against the possibility of cutting 


off people who really arc enti­ 
tled to aid. 
The balance was found by 
Brennan and Justices William 
O. Douglas, John M. Harlan, 
Byron R. White and Thurgood 
Marshall, to tip in favor of the 
poor. 
Black, 
reading 
the 
14th 
Amendment literally, observed 
with some heat that ‘‘a1] know 
that the chief purpose behind it 
was to protect ex-slaves.” 
The 84-year-old justice, whose 
own sense of compassion is 
unquestioned, observed ‘‘it is

health 
in­ 
formation 
and 
confusing 
its 
readers b y its lack of scientific 
proof. 
That column had apparently 
b een written in answer to a 
q u e s t i o n 
ab out 
alternate 
methods 
of 
treatm ent 
for 
diseased tonsils. I delib erately 
repeat that which someone had 
written in order to im press on 
my 
readers 
the 
danger 
of 
b y passing their own doctor’s 
advice. 
The 
statem ent 
was 
“ there’s a safe alternative for 
tonsillectomy : d i a t h e r m y , 
electro coagulation . . . and use 
of X-ray or radium em anation 
treatm ent.” 
This can only b e compared 
to lighting a cigarette with a 
stick of dy namite. F ar too often 
people 
running 
away 
from 
medical truth b ecome involved 
i n 
just 
such 
hazardous 
techniques. 
Let me review the tacts ab out 
the tonsils and the adenoids. 
Tliese tissues in the mouth and 
in the b ack of the nose serve, 
in infancy and early childhood, 
a very vital role. Undoub tedly , 
they help prevent the spread 
of Infection and may even help 
the b ody to develop protective 
antib odies against germ s. 
There was a tim e when ear, 
uose and throat doctors were 
accused of getting a m aniacal 
look in their ey es whenever they 
saw a pair of large tonsils. I 
don’t b elieve that this was true 
then or now and firm ly insist 
t h a t 
phy sicians 
carefully 
evaluate a child's history b efore 
suggesting surgery . 
There are specific 
reasons 
when this oj>eration should b e 
done. 
Repeated 
attacks 
of 
tonsillitis, 
b outs 
of 
swollen 
glands in the neck, nasality of 


and hearing im pairm ent are the 
m ajor reasons for the rem oval 
of tonsils and adenoids. 
Some doctors arb itrarily say 
“ I don’t b elieve in tonsils” and 
deny the opinion of the expert 
or specialist in this field. Let 
it not b e said that tonsils and 
their removal arc a religion or 
a philosophy . For only then can 
one say “ I don’t b elieve.” 
Parents are too often caught 
in the trap of such conflicting 
opinions and the child is the 
one who suffers most, if the 
operation 
was 
once 
done 
promiscuously , 
the 
pendulum 
has now' swung to sanity . Only 
after careful consideration is 
this operation suggested for the 
greater advantages to the child.

highly 
trained specialists in excellent

MOSCOW (AP) — G. H. Ky a-

Better Mice Being Built

NEW YORK (AP) - The Na­ 
tional 
Educational

launched an ambitious project 
Monday night, tile first program 
in a four-part filmed account of

Welfare Rights 


Listed By Court 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Supreme Court ruled 5 to 3 to­ 
day that people on welfare have 
a right to a formal, evidentiary 
hearing before officials may de­ 
cide to reduce or end their as­ 
sistance. 
The decision, by Justice W il­ 
liam J. Brennan Jr., empha­ 
sized that public assistance “ is 
not mere charity.” Its dispensa­ 
tion. then, he said, must be gov­ 
erned by constitutional proce­ 
dures. 
Chief Justice Warren E. Bur­ 
ger dissented along with Jus­ 
tices Hugo L. Black and Potter 
Stewart. 
The hearing must provide an 
opportunity for the welfare re­ 
cipient to appear in person to 
present evidence to support his 
claim for continued assistance 
and to confront or cross-exam­ 
ine witnesses against him, Bren­ 
nan said.

Welfare Rights 


Listed By Court 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Supreme Court ruled 5 to 3 to­ 
day that people on welfare have 
a right to a formal, evidentiary 
hearing before officials may de­ 
cide to reduce or end their as­ 
sistance. 
The decision, by Justice Wil­ 
liam J. Brennan Jr., empha­ 
sized that public assistance “ is 
not mere charity.” Its dispensa­ 
tion, then, he said, must be gov­ 
erned by constitutional proce­ 
dures. 
Chief Justice Warren E. Bur­ 
ger dissented along with Jus­ 
tices Hugo L. Black and Potter 
Stewart. 
The hearing must provide an 
opportunity for the welfare re­ 
cipient to appear in person to 
present evidence to support his 
claim for continued assistance 
and to confront or cross-exam­ 
ine witnesses against him, Bren­ 
nan said.

Rhodes Agrees To Political Debates With Taft

Gov. Jam es A. Rhodes has 
ended his long refusal to hold 
broadcast debates with his Re­ 
publican Senatorial primary op­ 
ponent and in other Ohio politi­ 
cal developments the Cleveland 
Plain Dealer has snubbed an­ 
other native son in handing out 
endorsements. 
The Plain Dealer, which 
en- 
drosed John H. Glenn for the 


Democratic Senatorial nomina­ 
tion over Clevelander Howard 
Metzenbaum on Sunday, bypass­ 
ed Robert W. Sweeney of Cleve­ 
land today in recommending 
John J. Gilligan of Cincinnati 
for the Democratic guberna­ 
torial nomination. 
The newspaper also endorsed 
Republican Roger Cloud in the 
four - way GOP race for the 
governorship. 


“I am delighted that the gov­ 
ernor has been forced to reverse 
his position on debates and 
now is willing to appear jointly 
before the public to answer 
questions and to state his posi­ 
tion on the issues," Taft said 
Monday. 
Gov. Rhodes sent Taft a tele­ 
gram agreeing to debate him 
next month on WAKR-TV in 
Akron, WCPO-TV in Cincinnati,

Taft and Rhodes both appear­ 
ed—separately---in Cleveland on 
Monday. Taft visited the county

“We are urging all unregis­ 
tered Republicans and indepen­ 
dents to get into the May 5 pri­ 
mary, but unless they register 
before the Wednesday evening 
deadline, they will not be able 
to," Taft said.

Rhodes voiced strong support 
for mass transportation — an 
area of concern to Clevelanders. 
The governor said 
Congress

The Plain Dealer's endorse­ 
ment of Gilligan called him 
“the most progressive, forward 
—looking Democrat in the race” 
and said “his experience in 
elective office is satisfactory."

The radar was designed and 
developed at the Naval Elec­ 
tronics Laboratory Center in 
San Diego by Dr. Juergen H. 
Richter, a 32-year-old native of

“We’ve

which clearly show insects surf­ 
ing on the waves of atmos­ 
phere,” he said in an interview 
Monday. 
The new radar allows U.S. 
scientists to monitor the lowest 
part of the atmosphere—the tro- 
poshere—almost 
continuously, 
Richter says. 
Radar 
equipment 
available 
before 
Richter developed his 
system was unable to cope with 
certain atmospheric conditions 
which distort radar waves and 
give observers an incorrect pic­ 
ture, he said.

when a cold air mass is trapped 
in a basin with warm air above, 
Richter said. 
“The knowledge of tile pres­ 
ence, height and behavior of the 
inversion is absolutely neces­ 
sary for smog research, fore­ 
casting and control,” he said. 
His system is also valuable in 
forecasting fog near airports, 
said Richter, because meteorol­ 
ogists will be able to predict 
from the height of the inver­ 
sions when the fog will lift. 
Richter said the radar also al­ 
lows scientists to study clear air 
turbulence, 
a 
condition 
that 
causes aircraft to be buffeted 
without warning.

Food Stamp, Tax 
Bills Advance 
In Ohio Assembly 


COLUMBUS. Ohio (AP)—The 
Ohio House approved Monday a 
bin to require all comities to 
participate in the federal 
food 
stam p program, while the Sen­ 
ate passed and sent to the gov­ 
ernor a bill changing county 
auto sales taxes to use taxes. 
The House voted 66-9 to re­ 
quire all counties to join 
the 
federal food stam p plan. Four­ 
teen of the 88 counties do not 
now participate in the program , 
according to the bill’s sponsor, 
Rep. Kenneth Creasy, R-18 Del- j 
aware. The m easure now goesI 
to the Senate. 
The senate voted 27-0 to ap­ 
prove a House-passed bill that 
repeals the present one-half per 
cent county auto sales tax and 
replaces it with auto use taxes. 
It is intended to discourage 
the present practice of auto buy­ 
ers who leave a taxing county 
and purchase new cars in ad­ 
jacent counties that don’t levy 
the tax. 
The bill would require the tax 
to be paid to the county where 
the car is to be used. Only four 
counties. Cuyahoga Miami. Lake 
and Hamilton, now' levy such a 
tax. 
The Senate delayed action on a 
proposed constitutional amend­ 
m ent that u'ould provide home­ 
stead exemptions for persons 
over 65. 
The original resolution, passed 
by the Senate, received House 
approval last w'eek. The House 
amended the Senate version to 
eliminate the $5,000 ceiling on 
assets and income. 
The House version gives the 
legislature power to set the the 
property tax exemption qualifi­ 
cations. 
The Senate is expected to pass 
the resolution. If it gets the gov­

placed before the voters on the 
November ballot. 
The Senate voted 24-0 to ap­ 
prove an amended version of an 
already House-passed bill regu­ 
lating giveaway games.

CLEVELAND, Ohio (AP) — 
A 2,000-pound bronze replica of 
Auguste Rodin’s sculpture en­ 
titled “ The Thinker” was jolted 
off its seven-foot-high pedestal 
in front of the Cleveland Art 
Museum early today, apparent­ 
ly by a bomb.

BOSTON (AP) — The Boston 
City Council has dashed the 
Boston Patriots’ hopes for a $16 
million, 55,000-scat stadium in 
Neponset, near the Quincy line. 
“ As far as I ’m concerned, I 
this eliminates Boston as a S 
home for the Patriots,” said I 
President Billy Sullivan of the 
National Football League team 
after the council rejected the 
stadium plan by a 7-2 vote Mon­ 
day night. 
“ What gets me is that cities 
all over America are seeking in­ 
dustries and Boston is kicking 
one out,” he said. 
Then noting that the Neponset 
site is within a few hundred feet 
of his office, he added, “ I’ll be 
able to look out my window and 
look at that rat-infested dump 
forever. If the council w'as inter­ 
ested in preserving that forever, 
they did a good job.” 
The Pats’ president said Fox- 
boro and Haverhill in Massa­ 
chusetts and an unspecified site 
in New Hampshire might be 
places the team could go. 
“We may have to call our­ 
selves the New England Pa­ 
triots,” he said, “ but if I were 
betting I’d bet that in Septem­ 
ber we’ll still be here. Not in 
Boston, but in New England.”

The commissioner added that 
he planned to stay in Hawaii for 
“ a few more days” but would 
have no comment about the 
Boston situation.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Tho 
Post Office has lifted temporari­ 
ly its ban against private firms 
providing mail service in New 
York City and at least eight oth­ 
er 
metropolitan 
areas where 
strikes have ended postal serv­ 
ice. 
The department waived, in cf 
feet, its monopoly on the band­ 
hu- of letter mail in the eities 
wh re incoming mail is embar­ 
goed. The embargoes were or­ 
dered to avoid vast mail pileups 
during the postal workers wild­ 
cat strike for higher pay. 
One 
private 
organization— 
which already offers the equiva­ 
lent of third-class service in 41! 
cities in 21 states—has offered 
to have "a skeleton force of 
50,000 workers" operating any 
where in the country in two 
weeks, if the government will 
give it a contract. 
The company, the Independ­ 
ent Postal Systems ol America 
(IPSA) is 
headquartered 
in 
Oklahoma City. 
It franchises 
similar 
companies

uses bonded and uniformed car­ 
riers. and charges less for dis­ 
tribution of the so-called "junk 
mail" than the government's 
third class rate.
